Noted Baseball

Funeral services were held Tues- 
day afternoon at 50th and Cathe- 
rine Sts.. Philadelphia, for Richard 
H. Wallace, who died Saturday in 
Bryn Mawr Hospital. Interment 
was private. 

Mr. Wallace, who lived at 1 F> 
Windsor Ave., Narberth. was the 
son of the late Richard H. Wallace 
former vice president of the Girard 
Life Insurance Company, and one 
of the first Burgesses of Narberth. 

Born in 1893, he was graduated 
in 1915 from the University of 
Pennsylvania, where he won fame 
as a pitcher and captain of the 
baseball team. As a young man in 
Narberth. he was a member of the 
Borough's baseball team. 

One of the early volunteers in 
the last war, he rose to the rank 
of captain in the infantry. Soon 
after the war, his family moved 
away from Narberth, but since his 
return five years ago, he has been 
an active member of the Harold 
D. Speakman Post, American Le- 
sion. 

After the war he was associated 
with several real estate firms and 
for the past 12 years was real estate 
administrator at the Provident 
Trust Company. 

Mr, Wallace is survived by his 
wife, Mrs. Dorothy King Wallace; 
a brother. Colonel Brenton G. Wal- 
lace, now overseas, and two sisters, 
Mrp. Samuel G. Craig, and Miss 
Lurcna G. Wallace, of Princeton,

We may look, for further changes of this kind in the near 
future. 

We may also find new arrangements of merchandise to 
provide simplified selling. Displays may be seen and examined 
and then the salesperson will obtain the size and color which is 
desired. We may even make our selection and then take pur- 
chases to a special location where we can pay for it and have it 
wrapped. 

Even now we are noticing that certain types of goods are 
lacking altogether and certainly we cannot expect the assort- 
ments we had in peace time. 

As individual consumers we can help by: 

1. Reading all signs above merchandise before asking 
questions. 

2. Tell what we want as completely as possible instead of 
making the salesperson drag out the information by a series of 
questions. 

3. Shop in the morning when the stores ar^e not crowded. 

4. Be conscientious about carrying our purchases. Tfiis 
will save rubber and gas and also help relieve the personnel 
shortage in wrapping and delivery departments. 

5. Be sure to be home when you are expecting a delivery 
or make arrangements so that it may be left with a neighbor.

Persons who are ill and require more rationed food than is 
provided in the normal ration must make application for supple- 
mentary ration to their local War Price and Rationing Board. At 
this time a written statement from a licensed physician or sur- 
geon must accompany the application. This statement must in 
elude the following information: 

The nature of the illness. 

What additional food is required, including types and 
amounts and why non-rationed items are not satisfactory. 



COOKING SCHOOLS FOR 
INSTRUCTIONAL PURPOSES 

Cooking schools, demonstration classes and domestic sci- 
ence classes which use rationed meats and fats for instructional 
purposes, being engaged in experimentation, are classed as in- 
dustrial users and must register at the local War Price and Ra- 
tioning Board where the principal business office of the school 
or class is and the board will issue an allotment to cover the use 
of the foods used during these classes.

NEW BICYCLES FOR 
RATIONING IN APRIL 

In the Eastern gasoline shortage area, bicycles are being 
rationed to anyone gainfully employed in any occupation, or do- 
ing work necessary to the War Program or public welfare, if he 
can show absolute need for a bicycle at least four days a week 
for a minimum three mile round trip in getting to or doing his 
work. School pupils who need bicycles for transportation to and 
from school will also become eligible. 



The Narberth School Board last 
Thursday night passed a $108,- 
239.40 budget which will provide 
for a $100 increase for each school 
teacher in the district. 

To take care of the increase the 
budget is slightly higher than the 
$105,824.40 budget of 1942. 

Despite the increase school direc- 
tors held the same 18 mills tax rate 
of last year. 

This is the second $100 increase 
given the teachers since war was 
declared. 

At the same meeting the school 
directors heard that their first wo- 
man teacher to join the service had 
enlisted in the WAVES and would 
be called about August. She is Miss 
Miriam Schlagel, third grade 
teacher. 

Because of the illness of her 
mother. Miss Agnes Taylor, home 
economics teacher, has asked for a 
year's leave of absence. A six 
months leave of absence was 
granted to Mrs. Elizabeth Gregory, 
first grade teacher. 

In addition to holding the tax at 
the same rate school directors an- 
nounced there would be no per 
capita tax this year. 



School Eligible for 
Minute Man Flag 

W. J. Drennen, principal of 
Narberth Public Schoot, report- 
ed to the School Board last 
week that teachers and pupils 
had now earned a Minute Man 
Flag for the school. 

More than 90 percent of the 
teachers and pupils have con- 
tributed toward a fund that will 
be used for the purchase of two 
Jeeps.

Greatly Increased 
Visits At Centers 

Visiting nurses of the Ardmore 
Community Health and Civic Asso- 
ciation made 5,5 82 visits during 
January, February and March this 
year, according to a report given 
last week by Mrs. William T. Dick- 
son. Visiting Nurse chairman, at a 
joint meeting or the Visiting Nurse 
and Health Committees of the or- 
ganization. Dr. Joseph Sands, 
chairman of the Health committee, 
presided. 

Reports from these committees 
will he given at a meeting of the 
Board of the Health and Civic As- 
sociation to be held this Thursday 
evening at the Association's head- 
quarters, 25 E. Athens Ave., Ard- 
more, with Markley Stevenson, 
Haverford, president of the board, 
presiding. ' 

Mrs. Dickson reported that in the 
three monthts period, attendance 
in the five Health Centers totaled 
94 4. This was an increase of 4 00 
over the same period last year and 
was due to the small-pox scare, 
when 573 children and some moth- 
ers were vaccinated at the centers 
in Ardmore, Narberth, Gladwyne 
West Manyaunk, and Bry Mawr.

and with the words "made from 
pasteurized cream produced by tu- 
berculin tested cows." 

All meat, meal food products and 
poultry, it is required, shall have 
been In sperted and passed by eitb- 
authorized agent of the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry of either 
the Department of Agriculture of 
the 1'niU'ii States or of the Penn- 
sylvania Department of Agricul- 
ture. However, at the discretion of 
the Board of Health, such products 
may he sold if they have been in- 
spected and passed by a duly au- 
thorized agent of a Board of Health 
who is a qualified and licensed vet- 
erinarian appointed under an ordi- 
nance of a municipality of Penn- 
sylvania, provided the inspection 
was made in accordance with regu- 
lations of the C. S. and Pennsylva- 
nia Departments of Agriculture. All 
these products must be correctly 
and clearly marked. 

Another provision of this ordi- 
nance is that establishments where 
meat, meat products or poultry are 
prepared for sale in the Borough, 
w liether or not such establishment 
is located in the Borough, shall bo 
subject to inspection by the Nar- 
berth Board of Health. 

Penalties for violation of this or- 
dinance are: a fine of not less than 
ten dollars nor mare than $100 and 
costs of prosecution or. in default 
of payment of fine and costs. Im- 
prisonment in the County jail for 
not more than 30 days. 

The other wartime ordinance 
passed by Council prohibits doga 
from running at large, or damag- 
ing or destroying property and pro- 
vides penalties for violations. 

Particular purpose of this ordi- 
nance is to protect the Victory gar- 
dens of Narberth residents and It 
was formulated after many com- 
plaints had been received by tho 
Borough Secretary. 

A fine of from five to $100 and 
costs or up to 30 days in jail aro 
the penalties provided for owners 
of doss which violate this ordi- 
nance.

ADVISORY GAS PANEL 




Unofficial Group Will 
Make Recommen- 
dations in Special 
Cases 

An innovation in solving some of 
the knottier problems of gasoline 
rationing made its appearance on j 
Tuesday evening at Ix>cal Ration | 
Board No. 2G46-4, Bryn Mawr, 
when a newly chosen group of local 
citizens — not members of the 
Board — mot for the first time as an 
advisory gasoline panel. 

Formed at the suggestion of the 
Board, unde.r the chairmanship of 
Henry' H. Perry, the new panel is 
composed of Raymond S. Gray, 
plumbing contractor; William L,. 
Hayden. hardware merchant; Sam- 
uel N. Kirkland, stock broker; Al- 
fred 1. Reese, lawyer .all of Bryn 
Manvr; and Robert U. Jameson, 
teacher, of Haverford. 

"In the administration of gaso- 
line rationing." said a Board 
spokesman this week, "we feel 
that as many considered opin- 
ions as possible should be brought 
to bear on cases in which motorists 
feel that all factors have not been 
taken into account. In such cases 
the Board is reluctant to assume 
entire responsibility for decisions 
which arc so vital to the civilian 
economy. The panel will review 
problems in the light of the appli- 
cant's work, whether or not the 
applicant may be able to use public 
transportation to get to that work, 
and the like. The panel will then 
make recommendations to the 
Board." 

The most noteworthy features of 
the operation of this panel it was 
pointed out, will be these: it will 
not sit as a formal judge and Jury 
to indict drivers of misuse of 
scarce gasoline; rather, it will try 
by informal questioning to deter- 
mine p. fair ration for drivers whose 
needs or status suggest the neces- 
sity for careful study. Its position 
will be unofficial, and its recom- 
mendations may or may not be ac- 
cepted by the Board after further 
study.

Hot, Fiery Repellants 
Urged for the 
Easter Bunny 

The Lower Merion Defense Coun- 
cil in its campaign to protect Vic- 
tory Gardens wrote out a menu 
for rabbits that is guaranteed to 
give them .headaches, send cold 
chills dancing along their spines, 
double them over with indigestion, 
make their eyes blink, leave a bad 
taste in their mouths and scare 
thorn silly. Released as a pre- 
Faster document, when rabbits are 
the symbol of the children's holi- 
day, the mixtures and conglomera- 
tions was labeled "rabbit repel- 
lants." 

Just in case the repellants are 
not effective the Defense Council's 
release goes on to say that Victory 
Gardeners should notify the State 
district game "protector" to sand a 
trapping agent who will finish the 
job. The only soft note sounded 
for the bunnies is the warning that 
residents by law are not permitted 
to kill rabbits and dispose of them 
out of season. 

Here is a list of the repellants 
the defense officials recommend: 

Moth balls; string with white 
cloth streamers attached; empty 
catsup and soft drink bottles to re- 
flect blinding light; "Blackleaf For- 
ty (a tobacco extract); one tea- 
spoonful of creolin or lysol to one 
gallon of water; three ounces of 
epsom salts to one gallon of water; 
wood ashes and red pepper mixed; 
liberal sprinkling of dusting sulfur; 
powder lime sprinkled on the 
plants.

' HEN Colonel Darryl Zanuck was in a plane returning 
from Africa, where he had been since the first days of the American 
occupation, i fellow' passenger sitting next to him remarked, "I under- 
stand you've just come back from the 
Tunis Front. How was it?" 

Zanuck made his reply in two words: 
"Good show," he said. "Good show" was 
an expression he had learned from the Eng- 
lish in Algiers^ — a term which they use for 
every ouc-of-the-ordinary event, from a 
kitchen wagon that's broken down, to a 
particularly bloody battle. The Yanks 
have been quick to pick up this bit of 
British understatement. 

Colonel Zanuck in private life (which 
he has very little of nowadays) is he.id of 
the Twentieth Century Fox Studios. Snce 
Pearl Harbor, he has flown over 100,000 
miles in the services of the United States Army Signal Corps, including 
four flights across the Atlantic, two flights to the Aleutian Islands, 
and the expedition to North Africa, where he went as head of the unit 
tent to film America's fight there. Now he has authored "Tunis Ex- 
pedition," the first book out on the battle for North Africa being 

waged by the American Expeditionary Force. —

On one occasion, Colonel Zanuck tells, he unwittingly slept ail night 

in a hotel while two unexploded 500- ^ 

pound bombs lodged next door. Not only 
the hotel but the whole surrounding 
block had been evacuated, and the next 
morning when the gendarme in charge 
saw Zanuck wandering sleepily out of the 
front door, he seemed unsure whether to 
arrest him or give him the Croix de Guerre for bravery.

Climbs to 2369 in 
Nearly 4 Months 

While measle cases showed a de- 
cline in Uiwer Morion this past 
week tho milder form of the dis- 
sease still listed officially as Gor- 
man measles — was on the increase. 

For the week ending April 16 
there were 92 cases of Herman 
measles as compared to 71 cases 
of measles. With the exception of 
Gladwyne, where only throe cases 
occurred, the other cases wore dis- 
tributed fairly evenly throughout 
the Te/wnship. 

At present 148 measles cases still 
r em.iln under quarantine. German 
measles cases are not hold in yuar- 
antino. 

Robert J. Thomas, health officer, 
reported other contagion cases of 
the week as follows: 

Chicken pox, 5; mumps, 3; tu- 
berculosis, l; and whooping 
cough. 6. 

With less than four months of 
the new year passed the grand total 
of contagious cases reported is 
2369 which is almost double the 
number of cases that have been re- 
ported for the entire 12 months of 
a number of previous years. 

Most of this is accounted for by 
measles. To date 1323 measles and 
725 German measles coses have 
been reported.

Ono night an idea hit him, a 
simple idea; that there mtist be 
thousands of people in the United 
States who were having the same 
trouble he was. If he could help 
them he not only would be doing a 
great service, but he might also 
make some money. 

The more he thought about the 
idea, the better It seemed. But he 
resolved not to go off half-cocked. 
He would look ahead, and plan. 
He decided to open a shop for 
articles to induce sleep and he 
would not include medicines or 
sleep sedatives. 

His name was Norman Dine. 

Here's the way he put over his 
idea, an example of what thougt 
and careful planning will accom- 
plis. First he resolved to learn all 
about sleep that he could, and so 
he came to New York and took 
special courses dealing with psy- 
chology and physiology at Colum- 
blt University. 

His next step was to call on 
manufacturers of beds and bedside 
lights, and ask them to co-operate 
with him in opening a "sleep shop," 
where nothing would be sold which 
did not have to do with sleep. The 
manufacturers stared at him. Must 
be crazy. Their answer was "No." 

He still believed his idea sound, 
and that he had an appeal to hu- 
man need that was deep and fun- 
damental. He then went to the big- 
gest department store in New York 
and asked them to allot him space 
for a "sleep shop." Again the an- 
swer was "So." 

He went to another department 
store. Same result. In fact eleven 
department stores turned down hit 
Idea; 

He peddled his idea for two 
year, then a specialty store spoke 
the encouraging word of three let- 
ters. He opened his shop with 76 
Items In it. 

I visited It seven years later and 
how many sleep-wooers do you 



think he had? Six hundred! One 
was called a "lullaphone, an elec- 
trical contraption which hums 
drowsily, somewhat similar to a 
radio tuned to its lowest tone. 

Most people fail in putting over 
their ideas: 1. Because they don't 
prepare thoroughly. 2. Because they 
allow themselves to become dis- 
couraged before the "spade work" 
is completed. And most new ideas 
require a lot of digging in.

The Xew York Times sent out a 
questionnaire on American History 
to the freshman classes of 36 col- 
ilcges in every section of the United 
States. It was answered by about 
7,000 students. Fortunately, for the 
farmer — horses can't read, or many 
a useful steed would have laughed 
himself to death over some of the 
answers — thus further aggravating 
the food situation. 

Now it cannct be denied that 
people will fight harder if they 
know what they are fighting for: 
love harder if they know what they 
rue loving; and work harder if 
they know what they are working 
for. How can a man put his whole 
being into a fight for his country 
If to him that country is just a 
hunk of real estate? How; can he 
love a country enough ot die for it 
if he knows little or nothing of the 
people and of the blood and sweat 
which made that country someth- 
ingto love? How can we expect 
one to work his heart out for a 
land of whose life story he is ig- 
norant? 

There is. as we all know, a ter- 
rible death struggle going on from 
top to bottom of western Russia. 
It remains for the future to inform 
us upon what principles, or the- 
ories, or facts, or imaginings. Hit- 
ler and Gorman military were in- 
duced to take the action against 
Russia which today appears to be 
one of the greatest and most far- 
reaching blunders in military his- 
tory. Call them passion for world 
domination, or four, or hatred, or 
conflicting ideologies; whatever 
they were, they are forgotten now, 
and men are giving their bodies 
and their souls for their father- 
lands only. Those men have been 
Russians or Germans for a thou- 
sands years and more. The very 
soil of their countries is mixed in 
their blood. It is as instinctive for 
them to die for their country as it 
is for a she-wolf to die for her 
young. We are a newer nation and 
it would not seem reasonable that 
this instinct should be rooted a? 
deeply in us. If this Is the case, 
then we make up for it — on the 
battlefield at least — by a higher 
standards of intelligence and a sub- 
conscious spirit of adventure and 
determination inherited from those 
courageoue men and women who 
braved the dangerous unknown to 
settle this land; for Americans 
have proven all through their 
history, that as soldiers they have 
no superiors. Add to these quali- 
fications that passion for country 
which familiarity with its birth 
throes and its long hard struggle 
for existence do surely intensify, 
and we create the world's outstand- 
ing flghtlngman for times like the 
present, and progressive citizen for 
times of peace. 

The entire youth of this nation 
must he taught what it means, and 
what it stands for, and how it start- 
ed on its way, and what keeps it 
going. A true knowledge of our 
history will make any American, 
man, woman or child, proud of his 
co-ownership in this vital result ol 
the efforts of our forefathers.

Victory Gardeners 
To Face No Shortages 

Victory gardeners may chase po- 
tato bugs and rake and hoe in their 
backyard plots with no fear ol 
"shortages" of l'aris green and gar- 
den tools, the War Production 
Board said tonight. 

Fashions in hand tools have, 
however, been standardized and the 
"fancy" ones are on the way out. 
Instead of 362 types of hoes for In- 
stance, there will be only 39 styles 
to choose from. There will be only 
eight kind of rakes instead of 65 
and only 76 types of forks whereas 
there once were 324 styles to choose 
from. 

Garden hose and spray guns are 
available. 

There will be plenty of "ammu- 
nition" to combat an ypests which 
might find their way to "sabotage" 
garden crops. 

Aphids will meet their nemesis 
with a dose or two of nicotine sul- 
phate, as will cucumber beetles and 
corn and squash morers. 

Flea beetles, cabbage worms, 
Mexican beetles, and other insects 
can be eliminated with cryolite, the 
WPB said, but Warned that It is alBO 
"poisonous to man." 

Peats from cutworms to corn 
earworms can be combated with 
poisonous arsenicals.
